Her own Situation too made her very 
anxious to return to England ; and (he was 
impatient to fee Lord Delamere, to explain 
to him all the myflery of Emmeline's con- 
dud ; a detail which (he could not venture, 
by the pod, tho* (he had written to him 
from Lyons, intreating him to fufpend all 
opinion in regard to Mifs Mowbray's con* 
dudt *till (he fhould fee him.

Delamere returned to it : his unjuft fufpi- 
cions ; his haughty reproaches ; his long, 
indignant anger, which voucMafed not even 
to folicit an explanation; were involuntarily 
compared with the gentlenefs, the generofity , 
ofGodolphin ; with his candid temper, his 
warm affe&ions, his tender heart.

lence and feclufion of Mowbray Caftle. 

Her cmbarraflment and uneafmefs were 
encreafed, when, on her joirviu^l-ot^ *xA.

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Lady Wefthaven, whofe carriages and 
baggage were now ready, fhe found that 
the Chevalier de Bellpzane had infilled on 
efcorting them ; an offer which they had 
no pretence to refufe.

" give you my honour, Emmeline," con- 
tinued his Lordfliif), in a moreferious tone, 
that I have repeatedly reprefented to him 
the improbability of his fuccefs; but he 
anfvvers that you have never pofitively 
" difmiffed him by avowing your prefer- 
" ence to another; that he knows your en- 
u gagement with Lord Delamere is dif- 
fi folved, and that he confiders himfelf at 
<4 liberty to purfue you till you have deci- 
iC dedly chofen, or even till you are a&u- 
c( ally married. Nay, I doubt whether 
" your being married would make any dif-

4 for her* She had a decided averfion to a 

' monaftic 
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€ monadic life; and poor as I was, (for I didt 
€ not attempt to deceive her,) befitted not to 
c quit her convent with rrje, which it was eafy 

* enough to do by the management of her re* 
c iatiorx, with whom (he was allowed to go outy 
' We fet out, therefore, together for England. 
€ I had about twenty Louis in my pocket, 
€ which would have carried us thither com* 
c fortahly. But calamity overtook us by the 
' way. We travelled in ftages and diligences, 
e as we found cheapeft, in one of which I ima- 
i gine my poor girl caught the infection of the 
' fmall pox, with which (he fell ill at Amiens* 
6 1 attended her with all the agonizing fear of 

* a wretch who fees His only earthly good on 
c the point of being torn from him for ever ; 
c and very, very ill (he was for many days and 
c nights. Yet her lovely face was .' fpared ; 
c and in a month I faw her quite out of danger, 

* but.ftill too weak to travel. As 1. fpared 
c nothing that could contribute to her eafe or 

* her recovery, my money was dreadfully di- 
' miniflied, and I had barely enough left to 
< carry me alone to England. But as our 
' credit was yet good, I purpofed our living 

* on it till her ftrength was fomewhat re-efta- .

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* biiflied, and that I would then go to England, 

€ get a fuppiy of money, and return to pay my 

4 debts and fetch my wife. 

6 This was the only expedient/ faid poor 

Stornaway, 'that I could think of, and perhaps 
was die very worft I could have adopted; 
fince by this means we infefifibly got into 
debt, and to creditors the moft inexorable. 
^ At the end of three weeks, my wife was 
tolerably well. I divided with her the money 
I had left, and went off in the night to Calais, 
flattering my felf I fhould return to her within 
a fortnight. But fo vigilant were thofe to 
whom I owed money, and fo adtive the 
marzchaujfh ,that I was purfued, and thrown, 
without hefitation and without appeal, into 
this prifon; where my money being all 
exhaufted in fees, to fave me from even 
worfe treatment, I have now lain near fix 
weeks in the fituation you fee me. As to 
myfelf,* continued the poor young man, 
my life has been a life of hardfhip, and I 
have learned to hold it as nothing; but when 
I reflect on what rriuft have been the condi- 
tion of my Ifabel, I own to you, dear Sir, 
that my fortitude forfakes me, and the black- 
eft defpair takes pofleflion of nvj fow\ • 
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• <? I had but little oecafion to deliberate/ 1, 
(aid Godolphin, continuing his narrative— <* f 
had but little oecafion to deliberate. * I en- 
quired into the debt. It was a trifle. I 
blulhed todiink, -that -while Engliftimen^were' 
daily paffing thro* the place in purfuit of plea-' 
fure* a gentleman* an officer of their nation/ 
languished- for fuch a fum in the horrors of 
fuch ^ confinement. The debt was foon dif- 
charged; and 1 took the unhappy Stornaway* 
to my lodgings, from whence he was eagerly 
flying to Amiens, when I was called afidc by 
one of the marechaujft, who defired to fpeak 
to me. 

* Sir/ faid the man, c you have been ge- 
* nerous to me, and I will hazard telling you a 
' fecret. Orders are coming to ftop your 
"* friend, whom you have releafedfrom prifon, 
. * for dealing a penfioner out of a convent. 
€ Get him off to England immediately, or he 
€ will be taken, and perhaps confinedfor life/ 

" I haftened Stornaway inftantly into a 
boat, and fent him after a pacquet which had 
juft failed, and which I faw him overtake. 
He conjured me, in an agony of defpair, to 
enquire for his wife, without whom he faid he 

could 
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could not live, and that he would return and 
perifti in prifon. I promifed all he defired ; 
and as foon as I was fure he was fafe, I fee 
out poft for Amiens, where I found the poor 
young woman in a iituation to which no 
words can do juftice.

The melancholy tenor of this letter greatly 
affe&ed Emmeline. She wifhed almofl: as ea-

The dawn did not yet ap- 
pear; but lhe fat down by tlie window, of 
which fliehad opened the fhutter to watch it's 
welcome approach. 

The morning, for it was between three and 
four, was mild ; the declining ftars were ob- 
fcufed by no cloud, and ferved to (hew dimly 
the objefts in the garden beneath her. Shte 
foftly opened the fa(h; liftened to the low % hol- 
low murmur of the fea; andfurveyed the lawn 
and the hill behind it, which, by the faint and 
uncertain light, (he could juft difcern.

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The " feafon and the fcene" wete brought 
by thisdefcaptionfijU on the mind of Emme- 
line; yet foe almoft immediately repented hav- 
ing prefled AdeKna to repeat to her what 
feemed to have led her again into her ufual 
trad: of fad reflection.

11 hoiife, and either appear as the fon of Go- 
u dolphin or learn to blufhforhis mother* 

" We muft part, Fitz-Edward ! Indeed we 
" muft! Or if we mnft meet, do you atieaft 
" forget that we ever met before, 

" I know that the daughter of Lord Weft- 
" haven, in youth, beauty, and innocence, 
" would not have been, however portionlefs, 
cC unworthy of you. But what would you re* 
" ceive in the widow of Trelawny ? A mind 
u unfettled by guilt and forrow, fpirits which

Emmeline, to whom this letter was fent 
epen, could not but approve the fentiments it 
contained, while her heart bled for the pain it 
muft have coft Lady Adelina, and for that 
which it muft inflidt onFitz-Edward.

a quarrel with a young man as paffionate and 
as violent as himfelf.

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eftate was irrevocably fettled id feqtial 1 dtvifiArii 
on the daughters, if the Marqiils of Moritrei 
villedied without a fon. The phyficiani nW 
advifed Lord Wfefthaven to carry the Marquis 
into the country as foon as poffiHe ; where he 
might enjoy the folitude he fo niu<& drifted* 
without being excluded from the air/ as 
he wasmtowti, by being confined entirely td his?
